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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to applicant's amendment filed June 6, 2006. 
Claims 30-37, 39-41 , 43-52, 56, 66, 68, 70 and 71 have been amended. Claims 8 and 
38 have been canceled. Claim 107 has been newly added. Claims 9, 30-37, 39-52, 55- 
59, 62, 64, 66, 68, 70, 71 and 107 are currently pending in this case. 

Response to Arguments 

2. The claim objections to claims 30-41 , 43-52, 56, 66, 68, 70 and 71 are hereby 
withdrawn in light of the amendments to claims 30-37, 39-41, 43-52, 56, 66, 68, 70 and 
71 , and the cancellation of claim 38. 

3. The section 1 1 2 rejections of claim 8 are now moot, in view of the withdrawal of 
claim 8. The section 112 rejections of claims 56-58 are also with drawn in light of the 
amendments to claim 56.

52, 55, 59, 62, 64, 66, 68, and 70-71, filed June 6, 2006, have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive.' ar '~ !

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to utilize a VIDE content container/digital rights management 
container as taught by Ginten 40, since Ginter '1 40 states at Col. 22,' lines 15-25' that 
such a modification would eliminate^he' constraints of having to use a few high level 
individual, pre-defined content provider increments. r n \' 

Anderson 739 and Ginter '140 disclose the claimed invention except for wherein 
one or more of the sending users specified security attributes ^?e set f6r the' vault. 
Bocinsky, Jr teaches that it is knbwh in' the art to provide wherein one t>r more of the 
sending users specified security attributes are set for the vault. For example Fig] 2, 
elements 30 and 36, Abstract, Col. 1 f, lines 3-34, Col. 12, lines 4-34. It would have 

been obvious to one having ordinary 'skill iii the art at the time "the invention was'rriade

Anderson T39 discloses the claimed invention, as discussed above, for 
performing a settlement using a bank payment system. It would have been an obvious 
matter of design choice to modify the teachings of Anderson r 739 and Ginter % 140 to 
provide performing a settlement using a bank payment system regardless of the terms 
used to describe the same action/entity be it, a first entity or customer or user, etc, be it 
using an ATM POS system, interfacing with a currency exchange provider, a 
conventional bank, performed in' an automated manner etc. Since the [ applicant has not 
disclosed that using different names to describe the same thing solves any stated 
problem in a new or unexpected way or is for any particular purpose which is unobvious 
to one of ordinary skill and it appears that the claimed feature does not distinguish the 

invention over similar features in l 'the prior art since, the teachings of Anderson % 739 and
